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The Kaiser as 
I Knew Him 
For Fourteen

It seemed quite impossible to come 


to any agreement as to jnst what re- 
ligion the king of 'Albania should pro- 
fess, and the kaiser had ended the dis- 
cussion, he said, with tlie suggestion: 


"Well, gentlemen. If a Protestant 


wont do, and a Roman Catholic -won't 
do, and a Buddhist Is ont of the ques- 
tion, why not select a 3e\v and call him 
Jacob the Flrst2 Hell have his throat 
cut, anyway, In three months!" 


The powers did not select a Jew, but 


the prince of TVicd, the kaiser's nomt- 
"nee, was put on the throne, and within 
a month or two afterwards had to flee 
for his life. 


In referring to Booserelt's patriotic 


offer to lead an army in France, the 
kaiser declared that he admired him 
for his courage and zeaL 


"I hear," he said, '!that he Is now on 


his way to Italy. It Is too bad we did 
not postpone our offensive there. Per- 
haps we might have captured him.

Shortly after the TJ-bojt Deutsch- 


laad made Its successful trip to Amer- 
ica, the kaiser called on me, and he 
was In a very Jocular frame of mind. 


I happened to mention to him that I 


planned to go to America the following 
summer in connection with the porce- 
lain tooth I had patentee. 


"Well, It won't be nt-cessary now, 


Davis," he commented. "We can send 
the Deutschland over and bring buck 
a boatload of teeth I" 


"Fir my teeth well, Davis," be de- 


clared on another occasion, "so that I 
can bite. There aro lots of people I 
would lite to bite I" and he snapped 
his Jaws together In a way that would 
have boded ill for the victims he had In 
mind, although his remark was evi- 
dently more facetious than vicious. 


The courtesy and affability which 


the kaiser almost invariably displayed 
In his relations with me did not pre- 
vent him on one occasion from show- 
Ing his Indignation when t touched him 
TipoQ what was evidently a very sore 
point—the part that Amorica was go- 
Ins to play In the war, although he al- 
ways claimed to be unperturbed about 
the American situation. 


He had pointed out that America at 


that time had only 30,000 men In 
Francs and he believed that the 0- 
boats would effectively prevent any 
.great addition to our forces abroad, if, 
Indeed, they ever left on.- shores. 


"As a matter of fact, however," he 


added, "your countrymen would be 
very willing, no doubt, to light lor their 


' country to protect It from invasion, 


but I don't believe you'll ever get many 
of them to leave home to fight abroad. 
America will really be 
<.: very small 


factor In the war, Davis!" 


"Your majesty Is underestimating 


the power of America 1" 2 replied. 


He turned to me Indignantly, and In 


Iiis most Imperious raanner exclaimed: 


*'\Ye underestimate no one I 
We 


know exactly what we are doing I" 


How seriously he was mistaken in 


this respect has since beea sufficiently 
proved. 


No matter how gloomy the outlook 


for Germany, the kaiser seldom show- 
ed concern. It Is true that whenever 
things were going wrong, as when the 
Russians in the early part of the war 
•.vere sweeping everything before them 
iu their advance on the Carpathians, 
he and the rest of the royal family 
^ept as far In. the background as pos- 
sible, whereas when the German cause 
was triumphant, as In the case of the 
nfTcnsIre against Italy, h£ could not 
make himself too conspicuous at the 
front. 


But even when Germany's adversity 


was greatest, the kaiser al-.vays put on 
a brave front. At such times I have 
seen him stop In the street, after leav- 
ing my office, and before the hundreds 
of people waiting outside to greet him, 
ostentatiously put a cigarette in his 
mouth and light it, that everyone might 
notice how steady his hand was and 
how llttte he was worried by the turn 
things were taking. 


At the same time, on on« or two oc- 


casions after the war started, I noticed 
that he acted differently when in the 
dental chair than hud been his custom 
when everything was serene. 


The kaiser once boasted to me that 


not a building was erected la Germany, 
not a bridge built, not a street opened, 
not a park laid out, but whi.t the proj- 
ect was first submitted to him. , He 
kept posted on, everything: that was 
going on, not only In Germany, but In 
the world at large, and, as fnr as he 
was able, he endeavored to have his. 
finger In every development of world- 
wide Importance. I cannot Imagine 
that he was less Interested In what his 
countrymen -were doing ia connection I 
with the war than he wts In their 
achievements In time of peiee. 


If he did not actually ord'T the sink- 


ing of the Lusltanla, thertfore. I am 
convinced that he was thoroughly 
aware of the plan to blow it up and 
sanctioned It 
That he could have I 


averted It If he had been prompted to 
to do so Is clearly indicated by another 
Incident which left a very deep Im- 
pression upon me. 


I Tras Informed by one of the Ger- j 


man aviators that plans had been 
made to drop gas1 bombs on London 
which contained a deadly gas which 
would penetrate the cellars of houses 
In which civilians were In the habit 
of hiding during air raids. 


Shortly before this hldeom Idea was 


to be put into effect the ;>apers an- 
nounced that bombs of this character 
had been dropped by tha allies on 
Baden-Baden, but that, fortunately, 
tb«7 had fallen la a clamp of woodj 


in the center at the town ac.d had fail- 
ed to explode, which hod given the 
Germans an opportunity to take them 
apart and ascertain their nature. 


The purpose of this announcement, 


of course, was to forestall the storm of 
condemnation 
which 
the Germans 


knew would follow their use of the 
bombs on London—a rnse which they 
had Invariably employed whenever 
they contemplated some fresh violation 
of the rules of International law and 
the dictates of humanity. 


It happened that one of my patients 


who resided In Baden-Baden called to 
see me tie day after the bombs had 
been dropped on her town, and sho 
told me all about It. 


"The airplanes which dropped the 


bombs had been flying over the city all 
the morning," she declared. 
"We 


thought they were our own machines 
out for practice and paid no particular 
attention to them. Then they dropped 
the bombs and they landed In the 
woods, and we knew we had been at- 
tacked. What a dreadful thing tor 
them to do!" 


What a foolish thing for allied air- 


planes to do—to spend u whole morn- 
Ing studying .the layout of the town 
and then to dro'p those deadly bombs 
on a clump of woods where they could 
not possibly hurt anyone, and how 
careless of the Germans not to molest 
them while they were engaged in tlielr 
devilish work! 


But the point I wanted to bring out 


was this: these gas bombs were never 
used on London 1 


"Just as everything wos la readiness 


for the raid," the officer told TDD re- 
gretfully, "Tre received orders direct 
from the kulser to hold off—I saw his 
signature to the order. 
Of course, 


there was nothing for us to do but 
comply, but If we had had BID kaiser 
there, I believe we would have strung 
him up by the neck I We still have 
those bombs, however, and you may 
be sure they will yet be xised!" 


For some unknown reason the kaiser 


stopped the use of those lethal .gas 
bombs for the time being. Why dMn't 
he move to save the women and chil- 
dren on the Lusltanla? 


When I went back to Berlin In ttw 


fall of 1915, after a visit to the United 
States, the kaiser was very anxious to 
ascertain from me Just how America 
felt towards the war. 


I told him that before the sinking of 


tie Lusltonia American opinion Lad 
been divided. There had been many 
who were strongly pro-ally, there hail 
been others who were openly prc- 
German and there had, been still oth- 
ers who maintained an absolutely neu- 
tral attitude. 
After the lusltanln 


tragedy, however, there bad been fl 
distinct change In public feeling, I told 
him, practically the whole country 
having become decidedly anti-German. 


"Perhaps If the U-boat commander 


hnd known so many women and chil- 
dren were on board," was thu kaiser's 
only comment, "he might not have sent 
forth the torpedo which sent the vessel 
.to "Die bottom, but what he was think- 
ing of most, of course, was the 5,000 
tons of ammunition on board which 
were destined to slaughter my peo- 
ple I" 


Of course the kaiser knew that.If 


'tfce U-boat commander's orders were 
to sink the Lnsltanla, disobedience 
upon his part would have left but one 
course open for him: suicide. If, on 
the otter hand, the kaiser meant to 
Intimate that the TJ-bcat commander 
sank the Lusltania on his own Initia- 
tive or without special instructions 
from his superiors, the fact still re- 
mains that the kaiser could undoubt- 


j edly have prevented the tragedy and 
I didn't. 
| 
But if there can be any doubt as to 


the kaiser's direct responsibility for 
the sinking of the Lusitnnla. certain it 
Is that he fully approved, openly de- 
fended and even exulted in the murder 
of women and children by Zeppelin 
raids on London, Manchester, Liver- 
pool and other non-mllitary cities and 
towns. 


"England expects to starve my 


women and children to death."' he de- 
clared to me .early In the war—long 
before we In Germany had begun to 
feel the slightest effect of the dimin- 
ishing food supply, "but our Zeppelins 
will give their women and children a 
taste of war, too. Confound them! 
They sit on their Island and try to 
starve us; we will give them n taste of 
what war Is I" 


This was the man whose various 


acts of consideration towards ine, 
whose talents and personal charms, 
had made such a favorable Impression 
upon me! How trivial and Inconse- 
quential they .all seemed now! Clear- 
ly, they were all a part of the role he 
had been playing for years. While he 
was outwardly displaying all tie ear- 
marks of a gentle character, he was 
Inwardly plotting to dominate the j 
world. For twenty-five years he main- 
tained the peace of £«rope, he fre- 
quently boasted. He maintained peace 
just long enough to complete his final 
preparations for the wickedest war 
that wns ever waged! 


And yet strangely enough, even after 


the war had revealed the kaiser to me 
In his true colors and had shown him 
to be capable of deeds which I should 
bare thought were foreign to his na- 
ture, his presence always had a most 
remarkable effect upon me. 


I have a vivid mental Impression of 


him now as I write. He Is standing In 
the center of my room, drawn up to his 
full height, his shoulders t'brown back, 
his left hand upon the hilt of his 
sword and his right emphasizing his 
remarks, protesting in the most earn- 
est manner that it was not he who was 
responsible for the war and nil its 
horrors, but .that It had come upon 
the world despite nil he had done to 
prevent it. His ready, well-chosen 
words entrance me, I feel that this 
man must be telling me the truth and 
I am ready to believe that before me 
stands the most unjustly Judged man 
In the world. 


And then hs shakes my .hand In fare- 


well and is driven away, and as I gaze 
at thff spot where he stood, there comas 
before my eyes the desolation of Bel- 
gium, the tragedy of the Lusltanla, the 
despoliation of France and Poland, the 
destruction of women and children In 
London and Paris and a thousand and 
one other atrocious deeds which belle 
toa kaiser's fair words, and I realize 
that I have been talking to the world's 
most finished actor and have simply 
been bewitched by the power of his 
personal maenettoa 


CHAPTER IV. 


America Disappoints Kaiser. 


The kaiser ascended the throne In 


1883. For twenty-six years his reign 
was unmarred by a single war,: al- 
though twice during that period, once 
In 1900 and again in 1911, he nearly 
succeeded in precipitating a conflict. 
Subsequent 
developments 
have 


brought out clearly enough that during 
all these years of peace, the kaiser 
was only awaiting the opportune mo- 
ment to bring on war. 


Germany's preparation consisted not 


merely In building up her army and 
navy and developing a military spirit 
in her people, but in trying" to- estab- 
lish friendships abroad where they 
would do the most'good In the event 
of a world war. 


The German military preparation 


was more or less obvious. The kaiser 
was always its warmest advocate ant1 


frankly admitted that It was Ids Inten- 
tion to remain armed to the teeth, al- 
though he protested to me many times 
that his sole object was to maintain 
the peace of the world. 


In 1913, for instance, I was In The 


Hague when Carnegie delivered o 
spei'ch at the opening of the Peace 
palace, iu the course of which he de- 
clared • that the kaiser was a stum- 
bling-block In the way of world peace. 
When I got back to Berlin I mention- 
ed the fact to the kaiser, hoping to 
draw him out. 


"Yes, I know csnctly what Carnegie 


said nt The Hagne," he replied rather 
testily, "and I don't like the way he 
spoke at all. He referred to me as tho 
"war lord' and sold I was standing In 
the way of world pence. Let him look 
nt my record of twenty-five peaceful 
years on the throne I No, the surest 
means to maintain the peace of the 
world is my big army and navy I Other 
nations will think twice before going 
to war with us!" The fact that he had 
previously accepted 5,000,000 marks 
from Carnegie for the furtherance of 
universal peace didn't ecem to occur 
to htm. 


And the world at large learned more 


or less of German Intrigue and propa 
ganda since the war, but it is not gen- 
erally known that the same sort of 
thing was going on even more actively 
In time of peace. Countless measures, 
of the most subtle and insidious char- 
acter, were taken to lull into a sense of 
false security the nations she Intended 
eventually to attack and to inspire fear 
In or command the respect of nations 
which she hoped vrould remain neutral 
or might even be Induced to throw In 
their lot with hers In the event of 
war. 


In this phase of Germany"? prepara- 


tion for war, the kaiser took a leading 
part. 


,It Is A fact, for Instance, that prac- 


tically every ofBcer In the Chilean 
army is a German, and the kaiser has 
spared no pains to foster the friend- 
ship of the South American republics, 
commercially and diplomatically. 


One of the South American minis- 


ters told roe of on ex-president of 
Pern who bad visited Berlin. This 
Peruvian had previously visited Lon- 
don and Paris and had received little 
or no official attention In either of 
thoso capitals. 
For reasons best 


known to himself, the kaiser dedded 


i to cater to this gentleman, and accorct- 


I Ingly arranged an audience. 


j 
In the discussion which took place 


I when they met, the kaiser displayed 
| such a remarkable acquaintance with 
; Peruvian affairs and the family hls- 
! tory and political career of his visitor 
that the South American was stunned. 
When he returned home he carried 
with him a most exalted idea of the 
all-pervading wisdom of the German 
emperor. To what extent the kaiser 
had spent the midnight oil preparing 
for this Interview I have no knowledge, 
but knowing the importance ho placed 
upon making a favorable Impression 
at all times I have a mental pictnre of 
his delving deeply Into South Ameri- 
can lore in preparation for his guest 


There Is nothing dearer to the kaiser 


than caste and social distinction. Mor- 
ganatic marriugus were naturally, ab- 
horrent to him. Nevertheless, before 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand, the suc- 
cessor to the Austrian throne, was 
murdered, the kaiser not only recog- 
nized his morganatic wife, who was 
only a countess, but went, out of his 
way to sltow her deference. He placed 
her at bis right at all state functions 
which she attended. To bring Austria 
and Germany closer together, he was 
willing to waive one of his deep-rooted 
prejudices. 


The significance of the kaiser's 


many visits to Italy, his presentation 
of a statue to Stockholm, his yachting 
excursions in Scandinavian waters, 
his flirtations with Turkey from his 
castle on the Island of Corfu, and sim- 
ilar acts of ingratiation, becomes quite 
apparent in the face of more recent 
developments, but his efforts to curry 
favor with America during all the 
years of peace which preceded the war 
were so much more elaborate tliat they 
deserve more, than passing mention. 


No more subtl« piece of propaganda 


was ever conceived than the kaiser's 
plan of exchanging professors between 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Germany j 


through the establishment of the 
Roosevelt and Harvard chairs • at1 the 
University o£ Berlin and corresponding 
chairs at Harvard and other American 
universities. Ostensibly the purpose o£ 
the project was to foster good-will be- 
tween tlie two nations. Actually, it 
was intended to Germanize Americans 
to such an extent that their co-op'era- 
tion might be relied upon iu the event 
of war for which Germany was sed- 
ulously preparing. 


It was believed that the exchange of 


professors would accomplish, the Ger- 
man, purpose In two.ways:.not only 
could the professors the kaiser sent to 
America be depended upon to sow Ger- 
man seed in American soil, but the 
American professors who were sent to 
Berlin, It was hoped, could be so in- 
oculated with the German viewpoint! 
that when they returned to their na-! 
rive lanfl they would' -disseminate it 
among their associates and students. 


Some time before the kaiser con- 


ceived the scheme o£ the Exchange 
Professors, he seat his brother, Prince 
Henry, to this country to draw tha 
two nations closer together and to In- 
still In the heart of every child born 
In America of German parents an 
abiding love for the fatherland. 


Just before the war broke out, he 


was planning to send one ot, his gons 
here with the same .object- 
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He told me of his project and asked 


me to which part of the United States 
I thought he ought to eend the prince. 


"That depends, your majesty," I re- 


plied, "upon the object of the visit. 
If the purpose la to meet American 
sorlety, I would recommend rach 
places as Newport In summer aufi 
Palm Beach In winter. To come in 
contact with our statesmen and diplo- 
mats, Washington would naturally be 
the most likely place to visit" 


The kalsefr thanked me for the In- 


formation but did not enter into fur- 
ther details as to the object he had 
In mind or which eon he had planned 
to send across. 
* 


• It wns to cnrry favor with America 
that the kaiser had his yacht Meteor 
built In our shipyards, and It Is a fact 
that more American women were pre- 
sented at the German court than those 
of any other nation. 


When he presented a statue of 


Frederick the Great to this country, 
In McKinley's administration. It cre- 
ated a great etlr la congress. What 
could be less appropriate, it was ar- 
gued, than the statue of a monarch In 
the capital of a republic? T/he statue 
was not set up In McKInley'g adminis- 
tration, but Hoosevelt accepted it in 
the interest of diplomacy and had It 
erected in trout of the Army building. 


Seeing that his'gift had had Just tho 


opposite effect to that Intended, the 
kaiser reprimanded his ambassador 
for not having interpreted American 
sentiment more accurately. 


A few days niter the death of King 


Edward, Roosevelt arrived In Berlin. 
Despite the fact that all Europe .was 
In mourning, the kaiser arranged the 
most elaborate military dress review 
ever given in honor of a private citizen 
to celebrate Roosevelt's visit The re- 
view was held In the large military 
reservation neaa- Berlin. More than 
100,000 soldiers passed in review be- 
fore the kalaer and his staff and their 
honored guest 


How far the kaiser would bare gone 


in his attentions to Roosevelt hnd he 
not been In mourning it Is Impossible 
to say, but I don't believe he would 
have left anything undone to eliow his 
admiration for the American tar-pres- 
ident and to cnrry .favor vrith this 
country.
